what in abeyance for a time. And it is doubtful if the 
provincial government has been thoroughly informed on 
this subject. The concerted requests going in from the 
ranch and farm owners in the path of oil development, 
have brought to Edmpnton a new realization of the situ¬ 
ation. ... 

No doubt the law which differentiates surface rights 
from mineral rights was designed to encourage all types 
of industry. The owner of surface rights is interested 
specifically in the value of the surface. It is the rare 
farmer, or rancher who has either the capital or the de¬ 
sire to explore the riches under the surface. If he held 
both oil and surface rights, he could obstruct very % ;er- 
iously legitimate development, or he could charge prohi¬ 
bitive prices for his land. * 

Although the regulations as operating at present, work 
to the grave disadvantage of surface owners, it would be 
extremely unfair to ignore the value of the oil industry, 
or what the province and the people owe to those who 
have promoted this industry. They have ventured, ex¬ 
pended huge sums and brought about the tremendous 
development. 

The misunderstandings and inequalities which have 
come to the fore through this successful development, are 
after all, quite capable of adjustment. 

As one instance- of the situation. .One piece of property 
in the oil area, the Oil Company gets $219,000 a year 
from the wealth underground. The government gets 5 
per cent of this and in 1935 will have power to collect 
10 per cent, royalty. The surface owner on the other 
hand, whose surface holds the key to the whole proposi¬ 
tion got $250 cash for five acres, and $85.00 a year annual 
rental. A one per cent royalty on this production, is sure¬ 
ly hot an unfair request. And it would seem quite reas-

FREE PUBLICITY 


One of the thorns in th^ flesh of the newspaper world 
is free publicity. The stock of the newspaper publisher 
is his space, which he must, sell in order to pay his way. 
He is at the mercy of a constant bombardment from var¬ 
ious sources, all asking free space for the causes which 
they wish to promote for their own benefit. 

One instance of this may explain the situation. An ar¬ 
ticle arrives from the Dom. Dept, of Agriculture, with 
information for the farmer on some recent agricultural 
development. The newspaper man is expected to pay 
wages to~his staff in order to give this information to the 
public. He is the one unpaid link in the chain that brings 
the news to its intended destination. 

The man who composed the article is a paid servant, 
and well paid. Moreover the paper on which he writes 
his article is much too expensive for these times. The 
government could save a great deal by a humbler and 
quite as useful quality of paper. 

The Dept, of Agriculture maintains a large staff of re¬ 
search workers, whose justification for employment lies 
in the fact that they promote the efficiency of national 
agriculture by their discoveries. Their whole labor is for 
the benefit of agriculture.

Some modem historians are fond of speculating on the 
changes in history if some epochal event had not taken 
place. What, for instance, would have happened if the 
British had not lost the United States war of independ¬ 
ence; what if Blucher had hot arrived in time to end 
Napoleon’s career? 

Those are weighty “ifs” of history. But a weightier 
“if” is raised by Dr. Harry Elmer Barnes’ comments on 
the late Viscount Grey, Britain’s foreign minister at the 
outbreak of the Great War. Dr. Barnes asserts that Vis¬ 
count Grey’s claim that Britain went into war because Bel¬ 
gium’s neutrality was violated is now disproved. He says 
that Britain could have stayed neutral, and -then asks 
what might have happened then. 

It is easy to reply that Britain would have saved the 
lives of a million slain and the injuries of two million 
maimed. It is easy to say that the national debt would 
have been a hundred times less than it now is. These 
calculations are hased on the actual outcome of the war. 
But it is another thing to assume, as Dr. Barnes does, 
that Britain would have saved the trade she lost and 
would have known little or nothing about a vast post-war 
army of unemployed. 

If Britain had not gone in the United States would al¬ 
so have remained outside. And Germany would have 
won. A very different world would now be in existence. 

A whole book could be written on this mighty “if.” Yet 
it would be a profitless excursion into historical specula¬ 
tion. The moral that stands forth is the old one—that 
was is disastrous' to victors an vanquished alike. The next 
one will be disastrous to civilization itself.—Winnipeg 
Tribune.

the country, or are perfprming the greatest service. In 
fact the largest incomes are probably amongst men who 
are merely extracting toll from industry and natural re¬ 
sources. 

Surely this is an unhappy and unhealthy condition, 
brought about by undue emphasis on personal achieve¬ 
ment. 

Another ideal which might be presented, is that brains 
and ability are a social rather than a private asset, and 
should be used for the welfare of society rather than for 
personal aggrandizement. It is argued that this would 
destroy initiative and produce a mediocre society. 

There are evidences on every side that men engaged in 
congenial occupations, do not work solely for remunera¬ 
tion, but for love of and pride in their work. In fields of 
research science and medicine, there are men, utterly in¬ 
different to reward, whose urge for greater knowledge is 
an impelling force that drives them on! They are not rich 
men and never will be, but they are the great men, who 
have their own vision of usefulness, and are careless of 
outward and visible signs of success. It is probable that 
even our present high salaried officials, would work quite 
as hard if their incomes were a dollar a year. 

In fact, they would gain a new conception of service to 
fellowman and become fine unselfish citizens. 

It is quite possible that if the maximum income of in¬ 
dividuals of this country were set at $25,000, there would 
be developed in our present richer circles, a very much 
higher type of citizen. It is certain that their energies 
and abilities would find an outlet much more beneficial to 
the welfare of the country, and in the pourse of a few 
years our entire conception of success would reach a 
much higher standard.

Few will know 
anything about it, and those few will have no effective 
means of making known their opinion, or registering any 
protest. 

The first act of any tyrant is to muzzle the newspapers. 
The first duty of every secretary in a politicians office is 
to scan the newspapers, and clip therfefrom the slightest 
reference to the goinings on of Mr. Politician, who care¬ 
fully trims his political sails to suit the prevailing news¬ 
paper breeze. 

The man, and still less the woman, has not been born 
who is impervious to what other people think of them. 
This is the chink in the cental armor of great and small, 
through which the arrows of public opinion enter. It is 
why every cult, creed, or party, either try to control a 
newspaper, or publish one for themselves. 

When there was no newspaper freedom anywhere, the 
public consistently received a raw deal, and it was the 
public more than the press who found it desperately 
necessary to fight for the right of the newspaper to free 
expression of opinion. 

Carlyle said: “The press is the fourth estate of the 
realm,” and Napoleon Bonaparte said: “Four hostile 
newspapers are more to be feared than a thousand bay¬ 
onets.” 

Democratic newspapers would be impossible; nobody 
would know enough of the trend of affairs to cast a sen¬ 
sible vote. The public still have votes in countries where 
dictatorship now prevails, but the vote is useless to them. 
The newspapers in such countries are muzzled so that 
truth about affairs never reaches the voter. Therefore he 
can never possibly know what he is voting about. Where 
the press is censored, the destiny of every man is in the 
hands of some dictator..' 

In times of rapid change like these, free newspapers 
are indispensable. They provide for the free ebb and 
flow of thought, and a continuous current history for 
the ordinary man.
